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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended dependent claims 3 and 1 1 to overcome the objection. Claims 3 and 1 1 have not 
overcome the rejection because the limitation is still not definite as the amended claims can be interpreted as generating (hR1) from 
input X with the aid of XOR and generating (x XOR R1) from (h) with the aid of XOR; and also they do not have enough support from the 
specification. Applicant is requested to point out in the specification the support for these claim limitations and to clarify the claimed 
language. Applicant argues that Kocher does not disclose the claimed invention as claimed: "the disguised input data is not obtained by 
combining the input data with a random number". However, applicant does not specify where it is claimed that disguised input data is 
obtained by combining the input data with a random number. Claim 1, for example recites that the disguissed operation is executed with 
disguised input data that includes a XOR operation. In addition, contrary to Applicant's argument on page 6, second paragraph, claim 1 
does not claim that the equation hold true with hR1(x) = h(x) XOR (R1). Applicant fails to indicate where and in which claim the 
disguised operation is claimed as hR1(x) = h(x) XOR (R1 ). Examiner still maintain the rejection that the claims have not overcome the 
rejection as claimed. Upon further consideration, the request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the application 
in condition for allowance. 
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
